SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled / Like It..Perverse Spiele is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is given because of the video recording’s extensive depiction of 
sexual conduct of a degrading, demeaning and dehumanising nature, and the way it 
strongly degrades, dehumanises and demeans a woman. 

The dehumanising and demeaning images are presented for the entertainment and 
arousal of the viewer. In depictions of this nature a woman and a man insert foreign 
objects such as a bottle, two carrots and a cucumber into either her vagina or anus, 
and the man ejaculates onto the woman’s face. The ejaculation is presented in a 
lengthy focus. Consequently, the extensive degrading, dehumanising and demeaning 
treatment of the woman in the video recording is such that in its present state the 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

In accordance with s33 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(the FVPC Act) the Office of Film and Literature Classification (Classification Office) 
recommended three excisions that would reduce the strong degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning treatment of the woman. The offering of excisions to the owner is 
considered to be a reasonable limit of the rights and freedoms of expression affirmed 
in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act). However, the 
owner of the publication failed to respond within the specified period to the 
Classification Office’s excision notice. Under s33(3) of the FVPC Act, if the distributor 
fails to respond within the specified time, the Classification Office shall classify the 
publication in accordance with s23 of the FVPC Act. If the specified excisions had 
been made the Classification Office would have restricted the availability if the video 
recording to an adult audience. This restriction would be a reasonable limit of the 
rights and freedoms in si4 of the NZBR Act due to the sexually explicit activity and 
degrading and demeaning elements the video recording would contain. However, 
because the excisions were not made the video recording is classified as 
objectionable. 
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
